Tkf following is a synopsis of the 
Mexican pension bill : 

It provides that a pension of t8 a 
month shall be paid to all surviving 
oflicers and enlisted men, including 
marines, militia and volunteers of 
the military and naval ser\'ices of 
the United States, who being duly 
enlisted, actually served "ixty dav? 
with the army or navy of Uie JJuit- 
ed States in Ifexioo, or on the 
coasts or frontier thereof or en route 
thereto, in the war with that na- 
ti(in, or were actually cagaged in a 
battle in said war, and were hgnor- 
ably discharged ; and to such other 
officers and soldiers and sailoca as 
may have been personally named 
in any resolution of Congress for 
any specific service in said war and 
the surviving widows of such offl- 
cers and enlisted men. Provided 
that such widows have not re-mar- 
ried ; that every such officer, en- 
listed man or widow who is or may 
be sixty-two years of age, or who 
may become subject to any dixabil- 
ity or depfqdency equivalent to 
some cauBUpteiCTibed or ;ecogni{ed 
by the pension laws of the United 
States as a sufficient reason for the 
allowance of a pension, shall be en- 
titled to the benetits of tl^is act ; but 
it shall not be held to include per- 
sons not within the rule of' age or 
disability, or dependency herein 
defined, or who incurred such disa- 
bility while in any njarjijor volun- 
tarily engaged in, or aiding, or 
abetting the late rebellion against 
the authority of the United States.

Steel rails of 
60^ pounds art! used, and will be on 
the entire line. The road-bed is ex- 
cellently surfaoeil and ex('ept for 
the freshness o''theties and spikes 
works as though it has been built 
for years. Another section will be 
completed by the first of April, 
l>i>i7, which will make a total of 10') 
miles equipped and in operation. 

The Massachusetts and. Southern 
Construction Company, which is 
building this rOad, has pursued a 
tliuuicial pu'iuy uni>aralleled in the 
history of such undertakings, lor it 
has carried on its work without 
calling on the pub]ic for assistance. 
Every dollar it has expended has 
been furnished by inside parties. 
This unusual policy has attracted 
the attention of Capitalists. 
Agents of several foreign syndicates 
have lieen obtaining information 
about the resources of the country 
the road is to traverse, preliminary 
to negotiation^ for securing ttie 
whole issue of the company's 
bonds. 

I have no knowledge of the in- 
tentions of the MassachuSetis and 
Southern Construction Company, 
but I am certain that no enterprise 
was ever pushed forward more ener- 
getically or independently or with 
so little newspaper flourish. The 
knowledge of the railroad they are 
building has gone abroad and is 
attracting investors to the country. 
I have met numbers of northern 
capitalists, i^nd have heard of oth- 
ers who have hurried to the cual 
and iron counties to secure mineral 
properties before prices go up be-

No depreciation i.s 
allowed to take place in buildings and 
sheds. His farm machines, wagons and 
implements never suffer from undue 
contact with the weather. Every thing 
has a place, and all labor is performed 
at the proper time. He does not nnder- 
take work out of season, but in season 
he drives his work; it never drives him. 
He hires only the best help, treats . his 
#ork|n«n courteonsly, and hence always 
get* the best— and keeps it His work- 
in«B m*7 edvise. but never dictate to 
hijn. 

When a crop is ready for the market 
it is promptly sold If the price suits. If 
not, it is held until the price is satisfac- 
tory. A crop, however, or animals, 
are not held for s]>eculative prices. He 
well knows the cost of holding a crop, 
and the Iom on animals from feeding, 
while boldiag from the market when 
fat 

The prosperous farmer is a reading 
m»n. He keeps himself posted on his 
business throogh journals devoted to 
his profession. He may not get rich 
suddenly, but lie does not fail, except 
from some unavoidable disaster. Axe

WHITE BIRCH BARK. 

Ad Otttcr Covviiiis Whlck Is Not ladto- 
peuablo to tlw Ufa ot tko Ttm. 

It is well-known that the bark of the 
white or paper, hireh has been used by 
the Indians of our NortiMni regions, 
where the bark is native io the s*il and 
oliuate, for making their boats. The 
canoe sUll familiar to our lakes and 
rivers is made ot this material. A 
naturalist who virited the coast of Lab- 
rador throe or four years ago tells us 
that the people of that region use this 
bark not only for their boats, hut also 
for n covering to their houses. The re- 
sult of this too extravagant nse of the 
material i> lliat the supply is lainiiing 
short. Trees of a size l.i yield shei'ts of 
the bark large enough f..i n>e are l)e- 
coniing searee near the coast and on 
the river Inmks. He accounts for this 
disappearance of the trees by referring 
to the stripping off the bark as the eanse 
of their death, and says that as soon us 
the bark is taken olf Uie tree dies. 

Upon this point the naturalist is a 
little at fault The severity of Labra- 
dor winters may make the process 
fatal in that ooniitrj', but it is not nec- 
essarily so in warmer climates. This 
outer covering is only a water-proof 
garment a non-conductor of heat 
worn for the comfort ami prote<'tion of 
the tree, but not indispensable to its 
life. The true bark— all that is con- 
cerned with till' eireulation of the sap 
and the growth of the tree— is under 
tllis paper envelope in wbieh tlie tree is 
carefully wmppiil. .\fiei- this outer 
covi'riiig i- i. iiuiveil. ill.- bireh is in 
pi'etty nearly the •<aiiie plight a^ the 
iH'eeb. Its tine bark i^ left, bnl it Is 
ex]Kised to injury. It ali.'orbs water iu 
the l ain, aii.l when this wati r freezes 
liming the winter, the delicate vessels 
bi'iieatb the surface ari' destroyed, and 
the health of the tree suffers. Vet the 
writer has known birches to lire and 
flourish more than twcnty-flve ye»r» 
afti'r their covering had been removed 
as high up from the ground as a man 
could roach. Possibly, even in cold 
Labrador, the destruction of thebia-hes 
is caused by cutting thorn down to 
strip them, an improvident practice 
which is not unknown further south.— 
YoutKs Companion.
